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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-12, drawn to rinse agents, classified in class 510, numerous 
subclasses. 

II. Claims 13-26, drawn to methods of rinsing, classified in class 134, 
subclass 22. 1+. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 

be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product may be used as 
a shampoo. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Having chosen one of Groups I and II, applicant is further restricted under 
35 U.S.C. 121 to one of the following inventions: 

A. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises a block 
copolymer. 
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B. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises an 
alcohol ethoxylate. 

C. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises an alkyl 
polyglycoside. 

D. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises a beta- 
N-alkyl iminodipropionate. 

E. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises a beta- 
N-alkyl aminopropionate. 

F. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises an 
imidazoline carboxylate. 

G. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises an N- 
alkyl betaine. 

H. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises a 
sulfobetaine or a sultaine. 

J. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises an 
amine oxide. 

K. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises a 
polybetaine polysiloxane. 

L. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises a 
carboxylic acid salt. 

M. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises a 
sulfonic acid salt or a sulfuric acid ester salt. 
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N. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises a 
phosphoric acid ester or a polyphosphoric acid ester. 

0. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises a 
perfluorinated anionic. 

1. The composition or method wherein the sheeting agent comprises 
something other than the surfactants in Groups A-O. If this group is chosen, further 
restriction may be necessary. 

5. Compositions or methods using these sheeting agents are separately patentable. 
Disclosure of one of these sheeting agents would not anticipate or make obvious any of 
the other sheeting agents. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Because the restriction requirement is relatively complex, no telephone restriction 
was attempted.
